ATLANTA, Ga., April 15.—Bob Bur- 


nett, a country merchant, who slept in 
a room in his store, near Fort Qalnea, 
Ga., was murdered Thursday morning 
by a negro, who entered the store for 
purposes of robbory. The murderer 
was captured Thursday afternoon and 
carried back to the scene of his crime, 
where a large mob had collected. He 
confessed the murder, and at once prep- 
arations to burn him alive were made. 
A fence was torn down and the rails 
piled around a fat lightwood stump 
and the prisoner tied and laid on top 
of it. Kerosene was poured over him 
and on the wood. The negro begged 
piteously to be spared, while the crowd 
yelled with fury and delight 


Some one touched a match to the 


wood and the flames shot twenty feet 
into the air. Amid the crackling of the 
flames and the screams of the victim, 
pistol shots rang out on the air and a 
dozen balls perforated the body of the 
helpless wretch. 


Negroes formed a majority of the 


mob and did most ol the work ot pre- 
paring the bonfire. Negro men and 
women with long poles stood around, 
and heaped the chunks on the roasting 
flesh. The victim's name is unknown. 


Young Burnett, whom ha murdered, 


was one of the leading young mer- 
chants of Quitman county, and be- 
longed to an old and aristocratic fam- 
ily, whose mansion ta one of the finest 
old houses remaining from antebellum 
days.

The Week's Business and the Outlook, 


as Reported by B. O. Din & Co. 


NKW YORK, April IB.—E. G. Dun & 


Co.'s weekly review of trade issued this 
morning, says: 


Rullroad.9 havd lelt the effects ol a long and 


severe winter, and now have a belated and Ir- 
regular spring to retard movements of mer* 
ohandlae. Labor controversies cause less dis- 
turbance, but Btlll some apprehension. In the 
great Industries there Is evidence that the vol- 
ume or business Is quite well maintained tor 
the season, but not so much evidence of Its con- 
tinuance. Tlie Iron output April 1 was 176,233 
tons weekly, usalnst lT7,M6and 182,142 a year 
ago but stocks were reduced during the month 
at the rate ol U.500 tons weekly, so that actual 
consumption appears larger than a year ago. 
Pig Iron la steady though bessemer Is rather 
weaker. 
Copper 
Is also a shade 
lower. 


Coal has a stronger look, though the output for 
tbe year Is nearly 800,000 tons greater than last 
year. The movement of wool tails somewhat 
below last year's, but the mills are well em- 
ployed as yet. Trade In cotton goods was 
disappointing In April. The boot and shoe 
trade Is somewhat unsettled as to an advance 
of 2^ to 4 cents, which some manufacturers 
obtain, but many buyers refuse. 
The ship- 


ments continue much the largest ever known 
In speculative markets. Cotton Is a quarter 
cent lower, the pressure of the enormous stocks 
here and abroad being felt, as should have been 
expected, while reports of Increased acreage 
come from the south. 


At Boston trade Is satisfactory In most lines, 


wltb cotton and woolen mills busy and rubber 
goods less active. At Philadelphia hardware 
la quite active; outside orders Tor dress-goods 
are disappointing and other trades do well. 
At Baltimore dry goods and clothing are actlva, 
and cloaklngs and snlru especially. The out- 
look for Iron at Pittsburgh Is not so bright, but 
vhe glass trade Is fairly good. Trade at Cleve- 
land Is good, manufactured Iron quite large, 
and at Cincinnati foundries are active and 
trade in woodwork Increasing. Spring trade 
opens briskly at Indianapolis, and business Is 
good at Detroit. At Chicago trade Is very 
good. East-bound shipments decline with ex- 
pected opening of navigation, and receipts of 
wheat, cured meats and sheep are very large, 
with heavy decrease In wool, barley, rye, 
lara, flour and cheese. At St. Louis free col- 
lections In all lines are noted, and especially 
In dry goods and shoes, and the grocery 
and clothing trade Increases. At Kansas City 
trade IB good with large receipts ot eattle. At 
most southern points trade Is only fair, very 
quiet at New Orleans, with sugar strong and 
large demand tor labor and building material,!. 
At nearly all points both north and south, col- 
lections are rather slow for the season, with 
somewhat active demand lor money at most.

22; total, 20». -as compared with SS» last 
week and 1M the week previous to the last. 
For the corresponding week of last year the 
figures were as, representing 191 failures la the 
United States and 85 In the Dominion at Can- 
ada.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


BILOBADB, April IS.—The cours* 


taken by the young King Alexander 
will generally be attributed to the in- 
fluence of hi* father and. mother, ex- 
King Milan and Queen Natalie, who 
hare recently been reconciled after 
many yean of discord. Queen Natalie 
has never forgiven the regent* for her 
expulsion from the country in May, 
1891, an event which wu accom- 
panied with considerable violence, 
and which evoked a serious re- 
sistance on the part of her supporters, 
two of whom were killed by the troop*. 
Ex-King Milan has felt that the re- 
gency was a menace In come degree to 
hi* dynasty as well a* to the influence 
which he desired to exercise In Bervia, 
The reconciliation at well as the ap- 
proach of young Alexander to the 
period at which he would be entitled to 
assume the reins without a regency has 
made the house of Obrenovitch virtu- 
ally irreslstable and left Its an- 
tagonists 
without 
any 
standing 


sufficient to oppose the power of the 
reconciled family. Ths coup d'etat, 
therefore, is simply the revival of the 
royal supremacy, 
which had been 


first weakened by the separation of 
Milan and Natalie, and seriously im- 
paired by the abdication of Milan and 
the subsequent trouble* in which the 
country was plunged, largely as a re- 
sult of the weakness of the crown. 
During the past year these difficulties 
have increased, and radicalism has 
reared its head in such a menacing 
maner as to make the conservative 
clauses long for greater strength and 
unity at the source of government 


The decree of expulsion 
against 


Queen Natalie was revoked, but the 
situation, both political and financial, 
rapidly grew worse, and serious dis- 
orders in Belgrade Increased the pub- 
lic anxiety for a more (table adminis- 
tration. It is apparent, 
therefore, 


that Servia was ripe for the bold act 
by which young Alexander has as- 
serted his royal authority, and vindi- 
cate in some degree the damaged pres- 
tige of the house of Obrenovitch. 


The detail* of the coup d' etat were 


carried out with remarkable swiftness 
and simplicity. The regent* and their 
ministers responded to an Invitation to 
dine in the old palace Thursday even- 
ing. Eight were seated at dinner, the 
king presiding. After the third course 
the king rose and said to the regents: 


•'Gentlemen, forfonryears yon, in my 


name, have administered the kingly 
power. I thank you heartily for the 
trouble you have taken. I now feel 
able to administer the power myself, 
and will exercise it from this moment 
I beg you, therefore, immediately to 
hand me your resignations." 


M. Bistlcs replied that he could not, 


and would not, comply with the king's 
request, which was contrary to the 
constitution. 


The king thereupon left the room 


and sent an aide-de-camp to demand 
the resignations of the ministers. As 
they all remained obdurate he ordered 
them to leave the old palace and go to 
he new palace to remain over night 
In the morning they were conveyed to 
their residences under guard. 


Last night the king's assumption of 


power was celebrated with a torch- 
light procession and general illumina- 
tions.

APPROACHING A CRISIS. 


The Labor Demonstrations In Belgium 


Assuming" Dangerous Proportions. 
BBUSBELS, April 15.— Notwithstand- 


ing the precautions of the authorities 
and the decree of the burgomaster pro- 
hibiting parades, disorderly demonstra- 
tions were renewed in Brussels yester- 
day. The strikers who have left work 
as a protest against the action of tbe 
chamber of deputies in rejecting uni- 
versal suffrage, paraded the streets 
and twice came into conflict with the 
police, who endeavored to enforce the 
order against processions, and to arrest 
the ringleaders in lawbreaklng. The 
strikers threw stones at the police and 
resisted the orders to disperse. In the 
encounters which took place several 
persons were hurt 'I he strike is galn- 
iug ground in the district of Mons, the 
province of Ilalnaut. and more trouble 
is fermenting there. 


At Quaregnon, four miles from Mons, 


the strikers are again becoming violent 
and are marching through the streets, 
and at Wasmes, six miles from Mons, 
the situation has already assumed a 
dangerous aspect, .and at the latest ad- 
vices they were threatening to cut the 
telegraph wires and thus prevent the 
news of their depredations and out- 
rages from being carried to the center 
of authority.

Al- 
though this is still averyhighflgure, 
similar sned baskets sold last week tor 
•2. They came from Florida. Straw- 
berries from Mississippi are on sale st 40 
cents • quart and Florida betrise of good 
solid character bring 20 cents per pint. 
Home grown asparagus is worth 6 oenti 
a bunch and that from Southern Illinois 
command* IB oente on aooocnt of very 
superior quality. Cauliflower i* worth 
from 20 oente to 25 cents « bunch and 
three bunches ot new beeta bring 25 
cents. Fie plant sell* three bunches tor 
10 oente. New onions an selling at three 
for 10 oente and radishes bring 5 cent* a 
bunoh. New potatoes hover around 15 
cents a quart and string beans are worth 
20 cents a quart. 


The supply ot eggs is moderate and 


then is no sotplus on the market. The 
retail price is about 15 eenta. Country 
batter is very scarce at 30 cents retail. 
Creamery butter brings 85 to 40 oente. 
Cows an not yet out on pasture. Old 
potatoes ere selling at 11.20 per bushel 
for good quality and old cabbages an 
out of the market, but new ones are in 
good supply. They come from Alabama 
and Mississippi and retail at 5 cants per 
pound. The market is well supplied 
with cabbage plants ot home growth. 
Lemons are more plentiful and cheaper. 
Florida oranges maintain their old 
prices. 


Bacon and hams have fallen somewhat, 


the former retailing at about 15 to 1C 
cents per pound and the latter at 18 
cents. Soaps have settled back to the 
old reta.1 prices. The drop is due to 
lower prices paid for the dominating in- 
gredients, as tallow, etc. These ingredi- 
ents have gone down with the price ot 
pork. 


There is very little ot interest and not 


much business in the grain commission 
houses. Wheat is worth 55 oents for No. 
3 and none moving. Corn ranges from 
30 to 31 cents with little being placed 
upon the market Farmers seem to be 
holding their oorn to feed their hogs, 
thinking there will be more money in it. 
Oats are going down taster than the 
other grains.

from 25 to 27 cents, according to grade.
